DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because applicant has submitted an "Annotated 
Figure 2" to better explain the invention however it is unclear if this drawing is to be 
considered as a "Replacement Sheet" to the current Figure 2 or as a "New Sheet" in 
which case it would need a new figure number. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach a ceiling wall inlet mixing 
header having a first set of holes on the same line along an axis of the ceiling wall 
inlet mixing header and a second set of holes formed near a second end portion 
which is bent downward with respect to the first end portion which include outlet 
connecting ducts extending to the inlet wall inlet header.
